VISITING CHINATOWN. 
Its Loecation:— 

Chinatown proper lies between Kearny and Stockton streets, and 
California and Pacific streets. It is about 10 minutes’ walk from Mar- 
ket street, or can easily be reached by taking the Kearny street car 
(to which all Market street cars will transfer) to California street and 
then walking up the hill one block to Grant avenue (formerly Dupont 
street) which is the principal thoroughfare of Chinatown. 


As te the SAFETY of Visitors :— 

Visitors in Chinatown need fear no harm from members of the 
CHINESE race; as to members of other races who often haunt China- 
town’s streets, the visitor must use ordinary prudence. Chinatown is 
perfectly safe to a visitor as far as the chinese residents are concerned. 
The Chinese stores and associations gladly welcome all visitors who 
conduct themselves in a proper manner, and much of interest can be 
seen without the services of a guide. 


As to GUIDES :— 

If a guide is desired, competent guides can be found at the corner 
of California street and Grant avenue (see names etec., on back cover). 
It is respectfully suggested to. those visiting Chinatown that smaller 
groups will see more, receive better attention, and be more cordially 
received in Chinatown, than will larger parties; therefore: Do not join 
too large a party. Many of the Chinatown guides have imaginations 
which far outrun the field of real facts—so take what they tell you 
with a “grain of salt” (or perhaps we should say many grains). But 
anyway, is not a good yarn always worth hearing—and under such 
conditions worth paying for? 

A Suggestion:— 

Bad sights can doubtless be found in any part of town—in San 
Francisco on anywhere else, There are plenty of interesting sights in 
Chinatown, as you will see from the list we give herein. If, however, 
you MUST see bad sights, well—no doubt it is possible to find them: 
but the respectable Chinese of San Francisco’s Chinatown beg to suggest 
that these sights be left for exploration by those to whom decency and 
right-living do not appeal. In other words: Do not leave your morals 
at home when you visit Chinatown.

The “DEAD WALLS” of Chinatown, where Consulate or Society 
or other important notices are posted:— 

Clay street north side, just above Grant avenue. 

Washington street, north side, just above Grant avenue. 

“FISH ALLEY’”:—Corner of Washington street just below Grant 
avenue, but visit this part only in the day time (as white “sporting 
women” live on this street in considerable numbers). 

Look down the SMALL ALLEYS of Chinatown, off Jackson street, 
on either side, between Stockton street and Grant avenue. These are 
more like the “real China.’ 

See the PUBLIC SCHOOL CHILDREN march down Clay street, 
(Powell to Stockton) at 12 o’clock noon, on any school day. 

See the Chinese Jewelry Manufacturies on Jackson street (Stock- 
ton to Grant avenue); and visit GIM HI & CO’S jewelry store (see ad). 

Look in the windows of the Chinese Barber Shops—there is one 
on Washington street just below Grant avenue, and one on Jackson street 
above Grant avenue,—and others. 

See the Chinese MEAT AND PROVISION stores; can be found at 
corners of Grant avenue and Commercial, Clay and Washington streets. 

Chinese Drug Stores can be found on both sides of Grant avenue 
(see ads).

MEALS 


Two regular meals daily is the ordinary Chinese routine; break- 
fast at about 9 A. M., and dinner at 4 P. M. Often in the evening 
some soup or other dish will be ordered from the restaurant. While 
most of the stores have a man who attends to the cooking, dishes 
from a restaurant are often sent for. All members of a firm generally 
eat at the store, very few going to their own family meal. 


WOMEN AND GIRLS 


The women and girls, when in native costume, never wear hats; 
of late the girls have adopted the style of wearing kid gloves and of 
tieing up their hair with large bows of ribbon—generally pink or blue. 
Most of the girls marry when about 18 years of age, and thereafter 
wear their hair ‘put up.” 


JEWELRY 


Jade is the prevailing jewelry—be it jade rings, jade pins, jade 
watch charms, or jade ornaments. Jade bracelets are worn by both men 
and women. Women wear considerable jewelry and have costly hair 
ornaments. 


CHILDREN 


A son is the crowning glory of a Chinese faniily; two sons and 
two daughters is considered a family of the right proportions. <A child 
is 1 year old when born; therefore a Chinese child who is 11 years old 
American count is considered 12 years old by Chinese count. 


NAMES 


The family name with Chinese is the first name: the given names 
come next. So that a name Lee Quong Wing means that.Lee is the 
family name, and Quong Wing his given name. 


STORES 


The firm name does not show the name of any member of the firm; 
it is purely a fictitious name and is chosen as being a “good-sounding” 
name with a good meaning. Chinese stores are open, generally, till 8 
or 9 P. M.—but the principal work often ceases at supper time. Chinese 
stores are mostly all partnerships—with. numerous partners. 


NEWSPAPERS 


All the Chinese newspapers, three in number, are afternoon papers 
—making their appearance at from 2 to 3 o’clock P M. Each word 
must be a separate type, so that the stock of type is necessarily large. 
Chinese are very particular as to their writing; therefore the trans- 
later and character writers must be of the best. Copies of the news- 
papers can be purchased on the streets; they are nice souvenirs.

SOCIETIES IN SAN FRANCISCO’S CHINATOWN. 


There is a society of each “clan” or family-name, such as the 
Sam Yup Association, or the Ning Yung Association etc. etc. These 
associations endeavor to adjust any “family” troubles. 

There is the grand consolidation of all these societies in what is 
commonly known as the “Six Companies’ (Chinese Consolidated Benev- 
olent Association)-—each society being represented therein by a president. 
To this body come any Chinatown disputes that require arbitration 
or settlement, and also all matters pertaining to the general welfare 
of Chinatown and its stores, etc. 

There is the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, in which the leading 
merctants of Chinatown are represented. This society helps to regu- 
late the mercantile affairs of Chinatown, helps to settle any trouble 
arising in regard to stores; adjusts matters in case of failure of stores, 
and, generally, conducts matters as does an American “Board of Trade.” 


MEETING ROOM—Chincse Chamber of Commerce 


There is the Chinese League of Justice of America—a new society 
—which takes up any cause wherein the Chinese people aS a race are 
attacked or oppressed, and where there is no remedy through the ordin- 
ary Chinese associations. Its membership is open to any Chinese all 
over the United States. It is maintained by voluntary subscriptions. Its 
meeting room is at No. 143 Waverly Place (in the “Wong” Building). 
Get one of their ‘Bulletins’ while in the Chinese quarter; you can 
obtain one at 910 Grant avenue (the headquarters of the Chinese Secre- 
tary of the League). 

There are the regular Church societies of each denomination, such 
as Christian Endeavor ete. 

There is the Chinese Y. M. C. A. 

There are many Chinese private clubs—fashioned after the same 
manner as American private clubs. 

There are some highbinder societies (which the better class of 
Chinese regret). 

There is the United Parlor of the Native Sons of the Golden State 
—which is self explanatory.

SOME MISLEADING NOTIONS CORRECTED. 


Chinese don’t eat rats out here—as we have seen reported; neither 
are there rat farms near San Francisco where rats are raised for China- 
town consumption. What yarns some people can invent! 

There are no underground opium dens in Chinatown—haven’t been 
any since the fire, Furthermore, since the U. S. opium import law, the supply 
of opium in San Francisco is very scarce, and the price high. 

There are no ‘white slaves of yellow masters” in San Francisco’s 
Chinatown, as some of the “Yellow Journals” have of late tried to make 
the country believe. The editors of those papers have imaginations— 
and something must stronger in their charasteristics! 

The health in Chinatown is remarkably good. Bubonie plague 
(which probably never did exist in Chinatown) is anyway not there any 
more, even according to some of those “frightfully scientific’ doctors. 
There is probably always the usual sickness—such as ordinarily exists 
anywhere—but very little besides. 

American ladies teach Chinese Mission Schools in San Francisco 
in absolute safety—and have for FORTY YEARS. Visit the schools and 
see for yourself what a dangerous occupation this is! 


The Chinese year and calendar is computed by the moon. AS 
a result, there is occasionally—-as in this Chinese year—13 months, there 
being a second, and a second interecalary month. As to how the days 
are designated—the beginning of the Portolo festival, October 19th, 
is, in Chinese count, the 7th day of the 9th month of the 1st year of 
Soon Tung (the new Emperor).

SOME RECEIPTS FOR THE CHINESE EPICURE 


Visit the Chinese Restaurant and try some Chinese Chop Suey 
and some Chinese Noodie Soup. If you like them, as you surely should, 
try some when you get home in remembrance of “Chinatown,” as 
follows :— 


CHICKEN CHOP SUEY:— Cut the meat of a chicken into thin 
strips; fry in hot olive oil first seasoning with black pepper and cayenne 
pepper. Add the following :—2 stalks celery (chopped), 2 tablespoonsfull 
each of minced ham, bamboo sprouts, green bean sprouts, and % cup of 
finelv-cut mushrooms. Add 4 cup Chinese sauce, cover and simmer until 
tender. Thicken the sauce (with flour or such); add 2 tablespoonsfull of 
cream and chopped parsley. Serve hot with boiled rice. 


NOODLE SOUP:—Boil a hen in 3 quarts of water for 3 hours, 

adding slices of ham, sliced onion, 2 celery stalks finely cut, sliced mush- 
: - er | hh : pa -
